Siren Song

He never once 
objected, as honor after honor 
came to him. It was not until the 
party turned him down for the 
vice-presidency in 1944 that he be- 
came bitter, and began his proc- 
ess of withdrawal.

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Lockheed Contract 
Brightens Picture 


Plotting the course of Georgia’s in- 
dustrial future requires a long look at 
the Lockheed aircraft operation at 
Magietta. Under Bell management dur- 
ing”World War II, the big airplane fac- 
tory employed as many as 28,000 
people. 

The B-29’s the plant turned out 
helped win the war. When the bomber 
plant was closed, it became apparertt 
that the coming of the industry had 
effected a community change which 
was permanent. 
~ More than 80 per cent of the em- 
ployees at Bell had been Southern, 
most of them from Georgia. Men and 
women had moved from the farms into.

are not of much practical use in peace- - 


time. But jet air liners and cargo ships 
—that is different.

Lockheed is a 
builder of big planes. Air traffic, passen- 
ger and freight, is just getting a good 
stait. South America, Earope, Africa— 
the air lines are reaching out. The 
Southeast is a strategic spot for airplane 
manufacture.

We would like to believe all the 
splendid ideals put forward by the new 
envoy from Russia, bat past policies 
and performances of his nation make 
us at least slightly skeptical. 

lf, as stated, his tenure over here 
“will be devoted to the strengthening 
of peace and co-operation between our 
countries,” there appears to be a con- 
siderable area in which he can go to 
work immediately. 

Fcr instance, he can tell Moscow to 
give the Chinese Communists the signal 
for a Korean peace. The specter of a 
divided and half-enslaved Germany, 


the lack of an Austrian peace treaty, - 


the imprisonment of William Oatis in a 
Czechoslovakian jail, the millions of 
subjugated satellite peoples, all these 
things demand urgent attention. If Mr. 
Zarubin means what he says, there is 
plenty he can do to reach the goals of 
amity to which he has professed ad- 
herence. 

Certainly the American leaders will 
work with you, Ambassador Zarubin, 
toward those ends.

Penal Reform Progress 


Must Continue 


A person in prison is at the mercy 
of the society he has wronged. He 
should not be pampered, true, but nei- 
ther should he be exposed to degra- 
dation, to filthy surroundings, or to the 
likelihood his life will be snuffed out 
by flames racing through ‘unsafe 
buildings. 

Some of Georgia’s prisoners live un- 
der such conditions. 


A committee of the General Assem- 
bly has completed a survey of the state's 
penal system. The committee has sharp 
criticism for a dozen public works 
camps. It has recommended that three 
of them be abolished unless prompt re- 
medial measures are taken. 


The investigators were critical of 
fire hazards, improper sanitation, and 
inadequate security in numerous camps. 
It has recommended that new buildings 
be constructed in 24 counties and im- 
provements made in the prison camps 
of 20 additional counties. : 

The report was not altogether nega- 
tive. Many of the camps drew com- 
mendations. Tattnall Prison was praised 
as being “in the best condition in which 
it has been found... in the last 10 
years.” The Rock Quarry Prison at 
Buford, the correctional institution at 
Battey, and the Boys Training Institute, 
all were given “excellent” ratings. 

The investigating committee has ren- 
dered a service to the state. It is now 
the duty of the counties involved to 
take corrective measures. The rehabil- 
itation of one who has transgressed is 
difficult at best. Such a goal has scant 
chance of fulfillment in surroundings 
which bespeak of squalor and of con- 
tempt for the unfortunates within the 
power. of a forgetful society. 

Our penal system has made great 
strides. We are quick in expressing 
pride in what is good in the system. 
We should be equally prompt in ad- 
mitting shame over what is bad. 

Our prisons are far removed from 
the torture pits that sensational North- 
ern journals make them out to be. Nei- 
ther are they as good yet as we would 
like to have them. But we are making 
progress. We will continue to do so as 
long as we follow the recommendations 
of committees like that which has just 
made its report. :

Cromwell Remark 


May Backfire 


WASHINGTON — Repercussions in the 
Nixon case have served to obscure tempo- 
rarily another development in the presi- 
dential campaign which is fraught with 

costly consequences to 
the Republican ticket. It 
turns On a passage in one 
of General Eisenhower's 
speeches in which he 
cited Oliver Cromwell as 
the leader of the type of 
crusade he is trying to 
conduct in the United 
States. More than once, 
in fact, the general has 
: alluded to Cromwell as 
. the hero of his crusade. 

What General Ike did not recall of his 
history. of course, was that Cromwell, in 
his bloody crusade in the cause of religion, 
slaughtered thousands and tens of thousands 
of people in his invasion of Ireland. Speak- 
ing in New York, where there is a heavy 
Irish population, the Republican nominee 


‘declared that the spirit and organization of 


his” volunteer backers reminded of how 
Cromwell had led an iron crusade. De- 
scribing how Cromwell had bound his people 
together, he said, * . he bound them into 
a cause and the cause he used was re- 
ligion.”’ 

As one well-known syndicated commen- 
tator, Lowell Mellett, has already pointed 
out, ‘Catholics, particularly Irish Catholics, 
don’t have to be told of the kind of warfare 
Cromwell ‘carried on.’’ To Irish people the 
name Cromwell is as much anathema as 
that of Sherman in the Southern states. 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson, quick to seize on 
any weakness in his opponent's armor, 
jumped on the Cromwell reference in a 
telling way, choosing his trip to Massa- 
chusetts, another heavily Irish populated 
state, for his.reply. At Springfield, he had 
this to say: 


“The general’s line about humor goes 
far to explain his remark last week end 
about Oliver Cromwell. I found myself con- 
siderably puzzled when he announced that 
Oliver Cromwell: is going to be the model 
for his great crusade. Why—I_asked my- 
self—should the general have chosen Oliver 
Cromwell as his hero? It obviously could 
not be because Cromwell sent his Round- 
heads on a bloody crusade against the peo- 
ple of Ireland with religious persecution, 
starvation and the sword as his weapons. 

. But/now I think I know why the gen- 
eral admires Oliver Cromwell. Whatever 
else you may say about Cromwell, you can 
never accuse him of having cracked a joke.”’ 


What is dangerous about the Eisenhower 
Cromwell references is that they have a 
political potential similar to the ‘Rum, 
Romanism and Rebellion’’ issue raised in 
another presidential campaign of an earlier 
day. James G. Blaine attributed his defeat 
in 1884 by Grover Cleveland to a remark 
made by a preacher in introducing him at 
some gathering. ‘‘I have been beaten by an 
ass in the shape of a preacher,’’ Blaine is 
recorded as having said later.

The vote in 

DeKalb County is proof of that. Since 1946, 

the citizens of that county have voted $6,- 

475,000 in school bonds. That's the story all 

over Georgia: a willingness to support and 
expand the facilities of education. 

What has happened in DeKalb? 

Here is a brief rundown on the growth of 
that school system within the past few 
years. 

There were 200 classroom’ in 1947. This 
number had been increased to 425 by this 
year. The new bond issue will provide 350 
more classrooms within the next three 
years. These rooms will be in new schools. 
More than 120 classrooms will be added to 
existing plants. 

There were 314 teachers in the DeKalb 
system in 1947. This year there are more 
than 600. 

There were 10,251 students enrolled in 
the county’s schools in 1947. The enroll- 
ment this fall is 18,043, a total of 2,171 above 
that of a comparable period last year. The 
estimation is that the 1953 enrollment will 
be 20,450. 

Those are the things you can look at and 
add up on paper. There have been other 
changes. The county has voted to trans- 
form its board of education to one elected 
by the people. The board, in turn, will 
name the county .superintendent of édu- 
cation. 

The county has completely reorganized 
its educational system. Administration of 
the schools has been departmentized under 
the headings of personnel, budgets and ac- 
counts, transportation and _ attendance, 
building and maintenance, and instruction. 

This is the story of a. growing respon- 
sibility to the people, a growing respon- 
sibility to the future. 

Jim Cherry, DeKalb’s superintendent of 
edycation who, along with the board of edu- 
cation, has provided the drive and direc- 
tion for the county’s remarkable progress, 
has some ideas about schools and what 
they mean to children and to parents. He 
sees the educational program as the one 
sure way to insure the future of the Amer- 
ica we know. In the schools is the igniting 
spark which causes to burn bright the funda- 
mental qualities of our nation: a sense of 
moral and spiritual values, a belief in per- 
petuation of representative democracy, and 
faith dn the worth of the individual. 

A citizen should see those. things when 


he looks at a school and be proud.

The physician 
will tell you there are 
certain laws of health. 
To obey them is to have 
health—to disobey them 
is to die. The psychia- 
trist understands that a 
man’s pattern of thinking 
must be along right lines. 
To turn off the track is to 
become unbalanced. 

Even the sociologist teaches us that the 
good of one is the good of all. We are bound 
together in a common brotherhood, which 
is a law of God. 

God established His kingdom on earth, 
whien means His law and His rule. It is 
here right now. Whether we like it or not, 
His rule is upon us. As the prophet said in 
the long ago: ‘“‘The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die’’ (Ezekiel 18:4). 

I look at the Capitol Building and am 
reminded of how man makes his laws. Yet 
any and every law of this state can and 
likely will be repealed or amended. 

Not so with the laws of God. I could 
rebel against God's law of gravitation ‘and 
step out my window. But I would only de- 
stroy myself; I would not change the law. 
However, I go down on an elevator. Is that 
not overcoming God’s law with man’s me- 
chanical genius? No. Suppose the cable 
of the elevator breaks? It has. happened. 
And, the very fact that the elevator makers 
use such strong cables and regularly inspect 
them is a recognition of God’s law and 
obedience to it. 

This world is God’s kingdom. It is under 
His sovereign rule and +power, controlled 
by laws. However, in foolish disobedience 
man rushes on to destroy himself. Will we 
ever come to our senses? Will we ever 
recognize the law of God to the point of 
surrender and obedience to it? There are 
many who say no. That man is so depraved, 
so corrupted by egoism and so blinded by 
pride that he cannot see the right way nor 
would he have the will to obey, even if 
he could. 

Tnus on every hand we hear destruction 
predicted for the world. We have eternal 
hell preached as our inescapable punish- 
ment. We are shouted at by would-be 
prophets who see no hope, but only the 
terror of an angry God's judgment. But 
Jesus said: pray, “‘Thy kingdom come.” 
Surely He believed not only in its possi- 
bility but its probability.

Frankie Put Out Tulane Fire 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 26—Ten years ago this autumn, 
when round-shouldered, thick-hipped, flat-footed Frank 
Sinkwich had developed into a fireball in spite of his physi- 


cal dimensions, the University of Georgia indulged in its 
last act of intercollegiate commerce with Tulane. There 
is no record of which party caused the severance of rela- 
tions, but there are all manner of indications that it must 
have been Fireball Frankie himself. 

Sinkwich held no official capacity with the athletic department at 
Georgia. Still, he may have exercised considerable influence in the 
Tulane leg . the Saturday afternoon the two football teams 

' : Played that fall. 
we: Sinkwich started early and stayed 
@ busy a good deal of that afternoon. He 


began with a one-yard buck for a touch- 
down. He followed that up with a pass to 


~ Racehorse Davis, who ran out the rest of 

t 97 yards for another touchdown. Then Fire- 

- ball took off on a reverse—Wallace Buits 
was a single wing theorist those days— 
with his flat feet and covered 24 yards for 
another touchdown. This was all first- 
quarter activity. 


Sinkwich scored later that day ona 
65-yard, run, Leo Costa kicked five 
extra points and Georgia finally turned 
it off when the score reached. 40-0. 
This must have convinced the Green 
Wave people that there was no future 
in a Georgia series. When Sinkwich 
and his house-wreckers got out of 
town, the book on Georgia-Tulane 
was closed.

It opens again Saturday, in the Sugar Bowl. Sinkwich may 
here again giving Tulane some business again, as a customer. As the 
series is resumed, the figures show Georgia has won seven, Tulane 
seven, and one was a tie. That was the first,«back in 1919. 

For some reason, the two-institutions never hit it off again until 
1927. That was George (Kid) Woodruff's last year at Athens, 
was on the verge of a lulu. 


—Dalrymple, Banker and Felts Came Along 


Woodruff’s athletes, deep in reserves, played everybody but the 
Governor that day and beat Tulane, 31-0, without ever using his 
“Dream and Wonder’ backfield as a unit. They were going. to the 
Rose Bowl, history shows, until Tech turned up on a watered-down 
field. 

The biggest crowd Georgia had ever drawn (7,000) 
Bulldogs win again on homecoming day the next year, 
Mehre’s first.'Joe Boland, the center, and Hertis McCrary, 
Georgia halfback in his time, were hurt, and the 20-14 success was 
accomplished without them. It was Ofis Maffett who scored the 
clincher. He ran 27 yards with a Tulane fumble.

Tulane finally got in its licks the next season, 21-15, and by 
this time the Green Wave was beginning to arrive with Bernie 
Bierman in the saddle. Still, the most dramatfc play of the day 
was left to Jack (The Ripper) Roberts, who stole a Tulage pass 
and ran 60 yards for a Georgia touchdown. This also was the 
first season Tulane ever won from Georgia Tech. 


The biggest crowd the South had ever seen (27,000) showed up 
in New Orleans in 1930 and saw Tulane win, 25-0. Al Capone was 
indicted on a tax charge and Georgia was sentenced to an upset 
the next season, 20-7. The Bulldogs had gone into the game rated 
the top team in the country, but this was a Rose Bowl year for 
Tulane, and the climactic peak for such stars as Jerry Dalrymple, 
Billy Banker, Nollie Felts and friends. 

This was also a rough day on the clients. Fist fights sprouted 
all over Sanford Field, sold out to its 40,000 gills for tke match. 


—After Butts Arrived, a 10-Year Lull 


Don Zimmerman went wild and Georgia went almost as wild, 
but Tulane still moseyed home in 1932, 34-25. Zimmerman hauled 
back a Georgia punt 100 yards for a touchdown. The same day that 
Mel Ott cuffed the 10th-inning homer that beat Washington for the 
Giants in the World Series, Georgia finally broke the Tulane hex 
in 1933, 26-13. 7 

The Bourbon St. boys were back at the trough again next year, 
though. Monk Simons punted the Bulldogs back into their own back- 
yard, and Tulane won, 7-6, though Henry Wagnon preceded his 
Atlanta insurance career with an 80-yard touchdown run on a pass 
play. 


For the next three seasons, Georgia stored up Tulane series 
insurance. Alf Anderson, who later became a Pittsburgh Pirate, 
ran a fake spinner through the Green Wave all afternoon and 
Georgia won, 26-18, in 1935. Two of the coaches who're here today, 
Bill Hartman and Quinton Lumpkin, collected Tulane fumbles 
and Georgia won again in 1936, 12-6. Vassa Cate arrived as a 
sophomore just in time to return a punt 37 yards for the touch- 
down that beat the Greenies In 1937. 


In the misery of Joel Hunt’s lone season, Georgia took a 28-6 
cuffing the next season, and the series was over for a year. Butts had 
his first hassle with Tulane in 1940, and so did Sinkwich. Fireball 
passed them dizzy that afternoon, using George Poschner, the war 
hero, and Racehorse Davis as targets. But the Bulldogs weren't 
ready yet. They lost by a touchdown.

Dr. Blackford said Such a re- 
habilitation center would give 
handicapped persons the ‘‘advan- 
tages of medical treatment and 
psychiatric and vocational guid- 
ance and help them become self- 
supporting.”’ He stressed that 
many chronic illnesses are not ac- 
tually disabling. He said some can 
he tured, some can be arrested 
and some can be alleviated.

He pointed out that Georgia now 
spends more than $80,000 a year 
to send patients to a rehabilitation 
center in New York. He said the 
state also sends handicapped per- 
sons to a rehabilitation center in 
Virginia. 
The Better Health Council en- 
dorsed other recommendations 
made by panels on mental health, 
cost of hospital services, health in- 
surance and personnel in “health 
fields. 
The Council urged support of 
the proposed amendment to the 
Georgia Constitution which would 
make possible state aid for medi- 
cal education. Dr. John E. Buhler, 
dean of the Emory dental school, 
said the amendment would set a 
precedent which might lead to aid 
for education in other health areas.
